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Preface 


This is the third book of a series transliterating the work of a 17 th 
century Afghan writer called Bedil, he was known as Abul-Ma'ani, 
which translates as Source of Meaning. 

The previous two books are titled "Source of Meaning" and 
"Modesty". 

Bedil was born in Afghanistan and died in India. 

Below is a portrayal of Bedil: 



Centuries ago Bedil talked about notable matters without 
alienating people of diverse background. 

Bedil's writings are impartial and agreeable with all opinions; which 
seems impractical since not many are capable of conversing in such 
a manner. When Bedil died people from diverse beliefs were 
present at his funeral services. 

Writing about common topics is how Bedil stayed impartial, for 
example modesty as it became obvious in the book of modesty. 
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In this book we will review how Bedil converses about another 
common topic; the inner drive is a universal topic because every 
sane mind has thoughts. 

Bedil in his writings isolates worthy thoughts; he felt they were 
there to make him a better person. 

The way Bedil wrote is called the Hindi style, which is a complex 
method of writing by its usage of symbolism. The complexity of his 
writings is maybe the reason why Bedil is not a well-known writer 
outside of few countries in South Asia. 

People who understand the meaning of Bedil's thoughts are called 
"Bedil Shenasan". The word Shenasan in Dari/Farsi/Persian means 
knower. I am not a Bedil shenas because the way I understand his 
writings may be inaccurate. 

In this book, Bedil's transliterations are in italics and the 
interpretations are numbered and centered beneath them. The 
reason for the sometimes extended interpretation is to clarify the 
ambiguity of his thoughts. 

The dictionary defines a hemistich as a half-line of verse, followed 
and preceded by a caesura, which makes up a single overall 
prosodic or verse unit. 

What follows is how Bedil describes the inner drive and the 
reasoning why they come to mind. 

When thinking of the end day, lust disappears (1) 

In a way this is how it is supposed to be (2) 
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Struggle of the world has something to do with wisdom (3) 
Better ignore the intellect and collect prosperity (4) 

Shame when chasing worldliness 
No door opens with earthly matters (5) 

Do not bother my modesty 
I wear the cloth of the deceased on a holiday (6) 

If the Lord would show 
Nothing from this world would matter (7) 

Heart seeks the union (8) 

While walking on the path of modesty (9) 

We are the root of unity's seed; do not ask about our struggle (10) 
Only one thousand paths has our unseen journey (11) 

We are the soil of lesson's graveyard; we are the curtain of 
courage's music (12) 

The examiner of our rhyme attaches a plectrum to the light (13) 

(Bedil)from this fistful of fog that our heart seeks modesty (14) 
The hidden one is amazed from your talking and our listening (15) 

These below numbered sections are explanations of Bedil's 
thoughts from the above hemistich. 

(1) As previously mentioned Bedil makes extensive use of 
symbolism. Like in this section he talks about a mind that 

has managed to get away from lust by the constant 
awareness of the human body's death. 

(2) Bedil says that letting go of lust should be the norm. 
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(3) Bedil suggests struggle to the one who considers self as 

wise. 

(4) Bedil proposes disregarding the intellect because to him 

the intellect is unwise. 

(5) No doors open when chasing worldliness symbolic for a 
pointless life when chasing worldliness even if as a result of 

chasing worldliness one becomes special. 

(6) Bedil could have meant that the modest has death in mind 
at all times, even on a holiday. 

(7) Bedil says that nothing related to this passing world 
matters at the moment when God shows because this 
entire world or life has ended for the one experiencing the 
presence of The Creator. 

(8) Bedil claims that heart seeks the union with The Creator 
because he claims that heart is the place of residency for 

the spirit. 

(9) According to Bedil only the modest is capable of hearing 

the heart talk in the form of inner drive. 

(10) We are the root of unity's seed because Bedil believed that 
we are the soul capable of reuniting with the eternal 
world. 

(11) The invisible journey in this life has one thousand unseen 
paths because there are various kinds of thoughts pulling 
the mind in diverse directions. 

(12) In order to visualize his points Bedil makes extensive use of 
symbolism, which is a big part of Bedil's writings. For 
example in this section he talks about being the soil of the 
graveyard's lessons symbolic for being aware of death at 
all times. Another example of his usage of symbolism is 
when he claims that he is the curtain of courage's music, 
which could be a symbol for his courage. 
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(13) Another example of symbolism when talking about 
attaching a plectrum to the light after examining Bedil's 
rhymes; plectrum and light could be seen as symbols for 
the inner drive becoming audible. 

(14) Bedil symbolizes the human as a fistful of fog, saying that 
the inner drive coming from his heart, which is a symbol of 
the soul, wants the fistful of fog to be modest. 

(15) Bedil managed to discuss essential matters without 
alienating various opinions. No one feels hurt when 
hearing him say: "The hidden one is amazed by your 
talking". With the hidden one as a symbol for either the 
soul or The Creator. 

Bedil's reasons to write about the inner drive were to avoid 
lowering his own standards, which the mind occasionally drives 
towards. 


My body is the lantern of one thousand hazards (1) 
No joy outside of this body (2) 

Lowering our standard is a disgrace (3) 
Putting sweat of shame on our true self (4) 

Our destiny is known (5) 

We are the pearl in this ocean (6) 

Quarrel with self is tyranny to the soul (7) 
Burning in this world (8) 

Petty that we do not know who we are 
Dying bodies unaware of the soul (9) 

Our dreams far from the truth (10) 
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Alas our darkness did not see the sun (11) 


When body is dying, all worldly is tranquil (12) 

Silence that finally gives the ultimate answer (13) 

(Bedil) We are unwound but still under the feet of fear (14) 

Our sleep like a shadow in darkness (15) 

(1) My body is the lantern of one thousand hazards because 

the mind has one thousand ways to become corrupt. 

(2) No joy outside of this body because true joy is when the 

mind is aligned with the inner drive. 

(3) Lowering our standard symbolic for becoming evil. 

(4) True self being the soul is ashamed when the human 
lowers the standard and becomes nasty. 

(5) Our destiny is known because the human body vanishes or 

could also be symbolic for the soul travelling back home. 

(6) According to Bedil we are a pearl in this world because we 

are a soul. 

(7) Never ending struggle of the mind and the hidden one 
when the mind is not capable of properly absorbing the 
inner drive. 

(8) Burning as a symbol of hell, Bedil says that the mind that 
ignores the inner drive lives in hell. 

(9) Bedil tells the story of killing the light within when not 
taking notice of it. 

(10) Our dreams far from the truth if our dreams are not 
aligned with the inner drive. 

(11) Our darkness did not see the sun, darkness as a symbol for 
the mind and sun a symbol for the inner drive. 

(12) Bedil again suggests having death in mind at all times if 
wishing to become aware of the inner drive. 
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(13) Bedil claims the silence that comes after the human body's 

death gives us the ultimate answer. He does not explain 
what he means by the ultimate answer, which could be the 
answer to the question if we are a soul or not. 

(14) Bedil talks about all the fears that any sane mind feels until 

the mind stops functioning. 

(15) Bedil says that we cannot get away from the fear that the 

mind is subjected to even if this fear is a delusion. Bedil 
symbolizes the fear about the end as a shadow in 
darkness, which is something useless because shadow is 
not visible in darkness. 

Bedil claims that every sane mind is fully capable of appreciating 
the inner drive. 


I cannot find the self 
My heart is Yours (2) 

I see the message coming (3) 

I see the message with my heart (4) 

My dust flies and my fire is soaked (5) 

I am writing peaceful contradictions (6) 

I cannot fly as long as I breathe (7) 
Knowledge and skill are just dreams (8) 

Bent stature is a sign of death 
Listen to the message (9) 

I know who I am 

The one in the mirror is not I (10) 
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(Bedil) My chest is open for my soul to come out (11) 

Beauty of a world that no one can describe (12) 

(1) Cannot find the self is symbolic for the mind not being able 

to sense the soul. 

(2) My heart is yours symbolic for the soul residing within the 
heart that according to Bedil is the same soul as inside all 

hearts. 

(3) I see the message coming symbolic for hearing the inner 

drive. 

(4) Bedil talks about messages coming from the heart in order 
to make his point that within the body there are two 
sources sending messages to the mind, one is the intellect 
and the other one is the soul. 

(5) Dust as a symbol for modesty that soaks the fire of 
arrogance. 

(6) Bedil calms down the reader who may become anxious 

reading his use of symbolism represented by the 
contradictions in his stories. He claims that the 
contradictions that he uses are peaceful. 

(7) The hidden one is trapped as long as the body breathes, 

with the hidden one as a symbol of the soul. 

(8) To Bedil knowledge and skill are imaginary matters 
because they disappear when the one having them stops 
breathing. 

(9) Bedil suggests taking the passing of time seriously because 
the passing of time hints to the human body's death that 
one should consider seriously. 

(10) Bedil does not consider the human as the true self. 

(11) Open chest as a symbol for the mind sensing the inner 
drive coming from the heart, which is a symbol for the 
soul. 
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(12) Bedil points out that no intellect can describe how it is 
when the mind hears the inner drive. 

Bedil in his stories talks about listening to the inner drive as they 
relate to self, in order to improve self. 

Tears of wonder coming down my eyes (1) 

A nightingale tells my story yet no one listens (2) 

My state of silence is more pleasing than talking (3) 

If I talk it will be rude (4) 

The state of the world compels rude talk 
Sometimes I have to talk (5) 

I am at peace; I live in heaven on earth 
I do not cause any harm (6) 

Modesty is my chosen path 
The path to my heart (7) 

I will write until I stop breathing 
Breathing for few short moments (8) 

Writing what I (Bedil) feel in my heart (9) 

Bestowing light for few moments (10) 

(1) Bedil describes his state of mind as being the one who 
cannot stop weeping out of amazement. 

(2) Weeping in amazement because a nightingale conveys his 
inner drive that no one listens to. 

(3) Bedil has written thousands of hemistiches and still he 
claims that the state of silence is more pleasing to him 
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than talking because the reflections that come to mind 
during silence are different then the ideas when talking; 
Bedil claims that the inner drive is only audible in silence. 

(4) The reason Bedil is rather silent than talking is because he 

felt that his writings seem rude to certain people. 

(5) Bedil blames the state of the world as the reason why he 
continues writing rude talk and apologizes if his writings 

hurt the sentiments of those who are constantly upset 
about something important. 

(6) Bedil claims that those who do not cause harm are 
residents of heaven on earth. 

(7) Bedil claims that modesty helps the mind become aware of 

the inner drive coming from the heart. 

(8) Bedil converses about the momentary nature of life in this 

momentary world when writing about breathing for few 
short moments. 

(9) From the book "Source of Meaning" we know Bedil choose 

his last name at a later stage of life. The word Bedil in 
Dari/Farsi has several meanings, like someone who has 
lost the heart, or someone without a heart, or someone in 
love. In this section Bedil plays with words using his last 
name as "lost heart" who writes about the inner drive 
coming from the heart. To Bedil messages that are coming 
from his heart are stories that the hidden one wants to 
convey. Bedil sometimes symbolizes the inaudible 
pulsation of the heart as awareness of time and the 
upcoming end of it. 

(10) Bedil considers his writings as light because he claims that 

they are coming from his heart. 

Before continuing to read we take note that Bedil discusses the 
inner drive in a universal way. Bedil was not hoping to achieve any 
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grand success, such as uniting the people of the world, his only 
hope was to broaden the mind with suggestive thinking. 
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Why worry about the inner drive? 


Thoughts are mostly proper, however occasionally the intellect 
induces improper thoughts to the mind. Bedil suggests unraveling 
the different type of thoughts. 

Even with a warm invitation, no one wants to be here 
This is a place of pain (1) 

No one would want to be here 
The beggar feels sorry for the king here 

The Lord concealed our truth in the human body here 
Even a sign of us is not visible here 

Head and collar like glass and pitcher are separated here 
The occasional splendor of this world is a deception here (2) 

Foolish people give dignity to the disgraceful (3) 

Instead of bone's marrow, the osprey eats feces here (4) 

How can we find the departed companions? 

From their footstep's image I can hear the sound of footsteps here 

( 5 ) 

You have seen the beauty, be ashamed bypassing this garden 
Your purpose is to experience God's splendor here (6) 

Your zeal prevents you 
Show your worship to the Lord here (7) 

Hate prevents you from enjoying life (8) 
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Darkness is the path of the hateful here (9) 


I am going to the corner of solitude passing time (Bedil) (10) 
Heavy hearts have no room here (11) 

(1) Bedil sometimes considers this passing world as a place of 

pain. 

(2) To Bedil splendors of this world are passing delusions. 

(3) Bedil talks about the complacent who give dignity to the 

unkind symbolized as the disgraceful. 

(4) In order to eat the marrow of the bone the osprey takes it 

to a flight and drops the bone from the heights to come 
back and eat the marrow of the shattered bone. Bedil says 
that this world is in such a bad state that instead of 
marrow the osprey finds feces inside the bones. 

(5) Constant awareness of the human body's slow decay on 
the way to the human body's death is how one can hear 
the footsteps of the departed companions. 

(6) In order to introduce symbolism Bedil first talks about this 

world's splendor being delusions and then in this section 
he claims that the purpose of the soul is to feel God's 
splendor. 

(7) Bedil's writings are universal, no one feels offended, in this 
section Bedil addresses those who believe that a supreme 

power has crafted everything and suggests all should 
worship The Creator; still the one who does not believe in a 
supreme Energy is not looked down upon. 

(8) To Bedil anyone with hate in the heart is unable to 
appreciate the inner drive. 

(9) Bedil claims that the one with the feel of hate in the heart 
lives in darkness. 
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(10) Going to the corner of solitude symbolic for the mind 
becoming aware of the inner drive. 

(11) Bedil is going to the corner of solitude passing time 
because in this world the one with heavy heart or in other 
words the one who is aware of the inner drive has no room 
in the crowd. 

Bedil says that dreams at night and hunches during the day are 
tools that the inner drive uses to communicate with the mind. 

Time plays a familiar melody 
Dust makes a familiar sound (1) 

Today is not worth counting 
The end of animosity and start of intimacy (2) 

Effort for unity 

Heart paints a familiar mirror of fine art (3) 

How long will we ignore kindness in this world? 

Smile of the healing process (4) 

What do we achieve with oppression? 

Closing the doors on ourselves (5) 

If a bird wants to unwind 

Trap and cage are more desirable then the familiar flight (6) 

Listen to the good and bad and do something (7) 

Flute weeps from the familiar confidant (8) 

Not a safe place for people while in the grip of justice 
The falcon is enemy to the bird whether familiar or not (9) 
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No one should carry the burden of someone's good manners (10) 

I would rather be a stranger to myself (11) 

Anything that moves you, enjoy it silently 
This society is crammed with informers 

No one found a letter of passion worthy writing (12) 

My head is taken by passion to nonexistence (13) 

(Bedil) people are lost in words (14) 

Alas no one listens to the familiar sound (15) 

(1) Bedil believed that by being observant of time the mind 
can appreciate the inner drive that each one ought to be 
familiar with. 

(2) Not worrying about time ends animosity and starts 
intimacy. 

(3) Effort to unify mind and soul show the fine art painted on 
the mirror by the heart. 

(4) Healing process starts the moment one appreciates 
kindness. 

(5) Those who oppress represent the flawed intellect, not the 

pure soul. 

(6) Bedil uses the bird as a symbol of the soul trapped in the 
human body that is symbolized by a cage. Bedil says that 
the bird or in other words the soul unwinds by making the 

mind obey the inner drive. 

(7) Listen to the good and bad symbolic for the mind 
becoming aware of the different kind of thoughts, Bedil 
asks the mind to do something or in other words react to 
the inner drive. 
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(8) Flute weeps from the familiar confidant symbolic for the 

inner drive coming to the mind. 

(9) Falcon as a symbol of the people in power and bird as the 

average person; according to Bedil the average person 
does not gain anything when being a companion of the 
people of power because the one in power has no regard 
for companions when the time comes to protect the status. 

(10) Because someone else's good manners are there as a 
result of own good manners. 

(11) Bedil says that the one with good manners would rather be 
a stranger to the mind if the mind is unaware of the inner 
drive. 

(12) Bedil says that no mind is capable of properly conveying 
the inner drive. 

(13) Bedil makes use of nonexistence to symbolize passion. 

(14) Too much talking with so many words that one gets lost in 

them. 

(15) Too much talking all the while ignoring the inner drive. 

Properly separating the various forms of thoughts was challenging 
for Bedil, he constantly questioned his own behavior. 

I want to see (1) 

My eyes play music of separation (2) 

Pain of separation has split my heart into two (3) 
Whatever I say is nothing but the sigh of pain 

The shy are not oblivious of deception (4) 

Meaning of the secrets coming to the ear (5) 

Ask the one in love for the reason of my sorrowful sigh (6) 

Pain understands the language of these people's pulse 
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There is no clapping of the wings without flight's playfulness (7) 
Without pain, melody will leave string's commotion (8) 

The end of the tongue's deed is to become speechless (9) 
Silence has the seal of these scrolls (10) 

In the desert that I have decided to live 
Mountains move with the wind like the sound (11) 

Who understands the prescription of existence's deception? (12) 
Repetition becomes old from coming and going of breathe (13) 

I am dead but still not enjoying the tranquility 
With the dust that I am that child has still doings (14) 

As much (Bedil) as I am familiar with the breeze of his quarter (15) 
My mood pulls agony like a wound from the flower's scent (16) 

(1) With I Bedil refers to the soul seeking the sight of The 

Creator. 

(2) Not being able to see as long as the eyes are able to see or 
in other words as long as the human breathes. 

(3) Separation from the eternal world where we have come 

from. 

(4) Deception that the intellect plays in order to subdue the 

mind. 

(5) Bedil talks about the inner drive. 

(6) Only the one in love appreciates the feel of falling for The 

Creator. 

(7) Playfulness of the journey helps the mind clap wings, 
symbolic for fly in g. 

(8) Without passion the heart dies. 
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(9) Bedil may have referenced death when talking about 
speechlessness of the tongue. 

(10) Silence has the seal of these scrolls symbolic for the inner 

drive. 

(11) Bedil claims to live in a different world, a place where 
mountains have wings and move the same way sound 
moves with the wind. 

(12) With existence's deception Bedil refers to the not so good 

thoughts. 

(13) Who is the one aware of mind's deception? Bedil claims 
that the one who has death in mind with each breathe is 
aware of the deceiving thoughts. 

(14) Bedil eguates people who are not tranguil to little children 
chasing phantoms. 

(15) Familiar with the breeze of his guarter symbolic for the 

mind being aware of the inner drive. 

(16) To Bedil awareness of the inner drive results in agony 
caused by a wound from the flower's scent, which is not 

only painless but also desirable. 

Bedil says that the inner drive is there for the mind to appreciate 
matters that are not tangible to the intellect. 

I cannot see the Garden of Eden (1) 

I want to see and nothing can stop my search (2) 

I am restless without You 
I am a drop in the ocean crying to see the totality 

Who am I? You will let me know 
I cannot escape from the intellect (3) 

My mind fails to understand, I must escape it (4) 
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Nothing comes close to Your splendor 


We hum in your praise and bow to your splendor 
We are all the same soul and have the same creator 

(Bedil) We will enter heaven when we leave our bodies (5) 

How do I feel You when I leave this human? (6) 

(1) Heaven is not visible while we reside within the mind. 

(2) Still Bedil keeps trying to find heaven while within the 

mind. 

(3) Only The Creator can tell us who we are because the 

intellect is not able to. 

(4) Bedil talks about mind's inability to understand the inner 

drive. 

(5) Going back home, which was heaven when we left it 
behind once entering the mortal. 

(6) Bedil asks what type of inner drive he will have once the 

mind dies. 

Bedil in his writings separates humans from animals by their higher 
level sensitivity of appreciating thoughts. 

Heart is gone; do not know where (1) 

Thinking of the beloved my chest is knotted with my heart (2) 

Genie is in the bottle and my heart demurs (3) 

The one in the mirror is not I 

I cannot see the I with eyes (4) 

My heart is bleeding seeking more of You 

No more tears in my eyes 
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No more sigh in my heart (5) 


Cannot count on this life and cannot become attached to this life (6) 
End day is the day of truth 

Where am I (Bedil)? I am lost in self (7) 

I and the pain of love (8) 

(1) Heart is gone symbolic for the heart that has fallen for 
something. 

(2) Chest knotted with the heart symbolic for connecting the 
human with the soul. 

(3) Heart demurs with the soul within. 

(4) The eyes cannot see the soul. 

(5) Bedil symbolizes sigh as his writings, stating that there is 
no more sigh in his heart because he has written all that he 
felt in his heart. 

(6) Cannot become attached to this life because this life is 
momentary and it does not make sense to become 
attached to something momentary. 

(7) lam lost in self or in other words I have become detached 
from everything. 

(8) Bedil talks about the pain of love to symbolize worship 
because to him the pain of love is something desirable and 
soothing. 

Next we will review transliterations of Bedil's views related to the 
different kinds of thoughts. 
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Bedil's theories related to the variety of thoughts 

Bedil considers the inner drive as directions on how to make the 
mind behave in a particular way. 

Do not think you can reach God without reaching yourself (1) 
Your head if it reaches the highest sky, still you are a bubble 
reaching heights (2) 

You are like a candle, glimmering momentarily before flickering out 
A mirror to see the human can reflect the world's evil (3) 

Needlessness is supreme 
See my modesty; you will see your heart (4) 

Tonight is the night of reflection, silence and peace (5) 

You are not you without delight, commotion and passion (6) 

You are the king of this world, step out of yourself (7) 

(Bedil) Modesty takes you to your castle 

(1) Bedil talks about recognizing self as a precondition of 
recognizing The Creator, according to Bedil a mind cannot 
understand God without first appreciating the inner drive 
that according to Bedil is there to help the mind recognize 
the true self. 

(2) Bedil makes extensive use of the bubble as a symbol for 
humans because bubble's life is very similar to the human; 
the buddle lives for few moments and is ready to burst in 
any instant. 

(3) Bedil claims that only the one gazing inwards can find 
ways to better self. 

(4) Bedil claims that human heart seeks modesty. 
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(5) According to Bedil reflection, silence and peace guide to 
the state of mind that makes the human appreciate the 
inner drive. 

(6) Bedil relates peace with passion, silence with commotion, 

and reflection with delight. 

(7) Stepping out of self or in other words separating self from 

the human. 

Bedil's prescription for appreciating the inner drive is reflection and 
deliberation: "Tonight is the night of reflection, silence and peace." 

I lost my heart (1) 

I (Bedil) do not know its whereabouts (2) 

We are the creation of one 
Branches and leaves from one seed (3) 

Not everyone understands matters of the heart (4) 

We have a heart seeking The Creator, which is all we need (5) 

I have left this world behind, letting go of everything 
Seek modesty to see the splendor (6) 

Divine love (Bedil) takes you to modesty (7) 

Seek the light and your path will have illumination 

(1) Losing heart symbolic for falling in love. 

(2) Bedil uses his last name being lost heart as a symbol of 
falling in love, in this section he says that he has fallen for 

The Creator. 

(3) Without providing a proof Bedil claims that all humans 

have the same soul. 
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(4) Bedil claims that not everyone is capable of grasping the 

inner drive. 

(5) Bedil believed that heart is the place of residency for the 
soul and the soul has The Creator in mind at all times, he 

states that his heart seeks The Creator at all times. 

(6) Modesty helps one see the splendor of leaving matters of 

this world behind. 

(7) Bedil makes extensive use of modesty in his writings; in this 
section Bedil says that modesty is achieved once falling for 
The Creator. 

Bedil promotes silence and the stopping of useless talk if wishing to 
become aware of the desire to appreciate the inner drive. 

People forget self for the sake of useless talk (1) 

Their story tells it all (2) 

Arrogance has no end (3) 

Nothing comes out from those full of themselves 

Seek silence, stop the useless talk, you have the truth within you (4) 
(Bedil) The answer to your question comes from not asking (5) 

(1) Bedil considers talks that are not coming from the heart as 

useless talks. 

(2) The topic of the talk gives the clue where it comes from, 

the heart or the intellect. 

(3) In many of his writings Bedil indicates that arrogance is 
always there even if the human believes to be the most 

modest of all. 

(4) Bedil suggests seeking silence, stopping talks that are 
useless and appreciating the inner drive if desiring to 
discover the truth. 
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(5) The answer to the question about the truth comes from 
not asking because the answer is already there in the form 
of the inner drive. 

An important point when identifying the inner drive as described by 
Bedil is to realize that it is all about self. 

O heart why don't you show (1) 

Like a dead candle you are without light here 

Splash to my face the blood flowing in your veins (2) 

We define the separation of both worlds (3) 

So much struggle in this world for earthly matters 
Why don't you struggle for the heart's beauty? 

You are the best of the best 
You are the king of the world (4) 

You are the light of the sun 
Why chase shadows? 

Do not stop searching for the truth 
Forget your intellect when searching (5) 

Nothing we do in this world will show the truth

(Bedil) observe the amazement with your heart (7) 

(1) Heart in this case as a symbol of the soul. 

(2) Bedil asking the soul to show self with a physical sign, 
splashing of the blood to the face could be a symbol for the 
inner drive coming to the mind. 

(3) Bedil glorifies humans because we represent the 
separation of this time bound world from the timeless 
world. 

(4) To Bedil every mind has access to a soul making each 
human the king of this passing world. 

(5) Bedil claims that the intellect is not capable of 
appreciating the soul within the body and in order to 
connect the human with the soul Bedil promotes 
abandoning the intellect. 

(6) To Bedil opening eyes is a symbol for the human 
appreciating the inner drive. 

(7) Opening eyes happen when the mind is capable of sensing 
the inner drive. 

According to Bedil the mind can sense the inner drive when in a 
special place that he describes as the gathering place of the hearts. 

Come join us in the gathering of the hearts (1) 

You will fall in love in this place 
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This is the place of honor 
Flowers bloom everywhere 

Strangers become friends 
When feeling the scent of friendship in this garden 

The world tells the story of eternity (2) 
in this gathering you will write the story's title (3) 

There is no freedom, as long as you fear this ocean of love 
The waves are signs asking you to join 

Not being in this gathering of grace is useless 
Like a feather never used to fly 

It took a while to see the light (4) 

Greed is gone (5) 

Waves of pearls appear 

Not knowing self is a barrier to the path of freedom

(Bedil) Setting fire in my heart (8) 

Which crowd do you want to join? (9) 

(1) In this section Bedil promotes discovering the state of mind 
when the intellect is aware of a location called the 
gathering place of the hearts. 

(2) To Bedil this world is an example of eternity. 

(3) According to Bedil humans are the title of this world. 

(4) Seeing the light symbolic for the mind appreciating the 
inner drive. 
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(5) To Bedil greed disappears once the mind appreciates the 

inner drive. 

(6) Prison door is a symbol of the human having the soul in 

confinement. 

(7) Music sounds different when the mind is aligned with the 

inner drive. 

(8) Bedil defines gathering spot of the hearts as the place 
where the mind becomes aware of the inner drive, which is 
symbolic for a passionate heart. 

(9) By asking which crowd we want to join Bedil implies to the 
difference in people; he separates humans who appreciate 
the inner drive from those who are oblivious of it. 

What follows are themes that Bedil metaphorically associates with 
the inner drive. 


Earthly influences 

Bedil considers the happenings influenced by the daily life as 
distractions; these earthly influences hinder the mind from 
appreciating the inner drive. 

We will not see the truth 
As long as we are in this passing world (1) 

We are here to nourish our true self 
Preparing for the encounter (2) 

I cannot sleep 

Telling the story keeps me awake (3) 

Human intellect cannot see the truth, whom should I ask?

Regretfully in old age we still do not understood 
What child's play is this world? (6) 

(Bedil) Why would you seek a building to worship? (7) 

Your heart is the edifice of the beloved (8) 

(1) Truth being either the soul or The Creator, both of them 

the human cannot see. 

(2) Bedil talks about the purpose of existence; the human is 
there to nourish the soul and the soul is there to prepare 

self for the encounter with The Creator. 

(3) Bedil cannot sleep because of the inner drive inducing him 
to write about his thoughts. 

(4) For Bedil thinking outside of the intellect's boundaries is 

how one can grasp the inner drive audible to the mind 
even if the thought makes no sense to the intellect. 

(5) Bedil claims that true believers do not care for matters 

related to this passing world. 

(6) For Bedil those who chase after worldliness behave in a 
childish way, oblivious that worldliness cannot give any 

satisfaction. 

(7) True worship according to Bedil is when one has The 
Creator in mind at all times, not just when inside the 
various buildings of worship. 

(8) Bedil considers the human heart as the place where the 
mind worships The Creator because according to him heart 
is the place of residency to the soul. 
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Bedil considers earthly influences as the main reason why the mind 
would ignore the inner drive. 

Leave lust behind 
Lust gives you grief 

Worry does not fit the meaning of my truth (1) 
Meditation takes away the worry (2) 

You are like the sun ; no shadow can encompass you (3) 

It is easy to abandon earthly matters 

Remember the eternal joy (4) 

(Bedil) Do not dry the moisture from the wet eyes (5) 

(1) Worry does not fit the meaning of our truth because a soul 
is not worried about anything. 

(2) Bedil considers meditation as a medium to convey the 
inner drive to the mind. 

(3) Bedil considers earthly influences as shadows. 

(4) According to Bedil everyone at some point of life has 
experienced the inner drive that makes one feel as living in 
heaven, for this reason he asks the reader to remember 
how it was when a heavenly inner drive came to the mind. 

(5) Bedil relates wet eyes to passion and wishes to have moist 
eyes or passion as long as his eyes are alive. 

Bedil defines earthly influences as chains of life or attachments to 
worldliness; these are influences that take the mind away from 
appreciating the inner drive. 


Again I was given a glimpse of Your Splendor (1)

(1) Bedil talks about the mind becoming aware of the inner 

drive. 

(2) Bedil believed that the mind can become aware of the 
inner drive while asleep, however once awaken the mind is 

not capable of describing the dream. 

(3) In order to appreciate the inner drive one has no other 

choice but to abandon earthly influences. 

(4) Those who abandon worldliness are capable of seeing the 
flaws of this world. 

(5) Bedil asks the wealthy who brag about their 
accomplishments to leave him alone. 

(6) Bedil considers those who brag as misers who sell 
themselves. 

(7) Bedil talks about his own inner drive that is there to make 
sure his intellect has modesty and worship in mind at all 
times. 

(8) Each one of the breathings a hymn symbolic for the 
constant awareness of the inner drive. 
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(9) Chains of life symbolic for earthly influences; according to 
Bedil in order to abandon earthly influences the mind has 

to abandon the human and appreciate the soul within. 

(10) Bonds of worldliness symbol for earthly influences that are 

there to enslave the human. 

Bedil writes about the importance of getting away from earthly 
influences because they have the tendency of making the mind 
ignore the inner drive. 

I felt as if the Compeller answered my prayers (1) 

My searching resulted in discovering the truth (2)

(1) The compeller could be symbolic for the soul or god, 
according to Bedil the compeller compels the human to 
behave in a righteous way. 
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(2) Bedil claims that the mind discovers the truth when 
listening and following the directions giving by the inner 

drive. 

(3) According to Bedil the human existence becomes a 
struggle when searching for the inner drive; eventually the 
mind gets to the light, which is symbolic for the truth. Bedil 

defines the truth as the creation from nonexistence and 
considers nonexistence as the origin of everything. 

(4) According to Bedil we are here in this world by The 

Creator's will. 

(5) Bedil claims that the modest appreciates creation. 

(6) Not sure how Bedil saw drowning in this section when 
talking about flooding the mind by modesty because one 
could interpret the flooding as a brutal way of drowning 
the mind by modesty or another interpretation could be a 

leisurely drowning of the mind by modesty. 

(7) When getting away from earthly influences the mind 
becomes aware of matters that are out of this world 

symbolized by the flight of the phoenix. 

(8) Modesty to Bedil is the tool that the human has at hand to 

get away from earthly influences. 

(9) Besides modesty also knowing who we are helps the mind 

get away from earthly influences. 

(10) Bedil emphasizes the fact of not being able to imagine how 

it is to be special. 

(11) Knowing that we are eternal coming from an eternal place 

is the secret that takes the mind away from earthly 
influences. 

According to Bedil the mind that has muted earthly influences is 
capable of appreciating the inner drive.

(1) Bedil defines this entire world as a mirage. 
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(2) What we see are just images because whatever we see 
facies away. 

(3) Bent stature as a symbol of aging. 

(4) Bedil talks extensively about modesty; in this section he 
defines modesty as a means to forget this world. 

(5) Bamboo rug symbolic for modesty because a rug made of 

bamboo is neither fancy nor pricy. 

(6) Bedil suggests ignoring this world by not forgetting about 

it, by having this world in mind at all times. 

(7) Bedil considers modesty as a tool to discover the essence 
of life. In another hemistich Bedil defines the soul as the 

essence of the human. 

(8) On the way to death we are one ahead of another because 
no human lives forever. 

(9) One can forget the human with constant awareness of 

death. 

(10) Thinking silently symbolic for reflecting on life and listening 
to the inner drive coming to the mind in the form of 
hunches and dreams.

(Bedil) We encounter thousands of deceptions (10) 

Why do you not seek nonexistence? (11) 

(1) Revealing what is in the heart could be symbolic for 
revealing the soul or revealing the inner drive coming from 
the heart to the mind. 

(2) Bedil describes his location as the place where people of 
the heart gather. 

(3) Throwing the pen to the ground as a symbol of leaving the 
intellect behind. 
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(4) Modesty as a cure for the corrupt mind. 

(5) By sitting under the feet, which is symbolic for modesty 
one acquires fortitude. 

(6) Greed results in regret. 

(7) Lust is a trap that takes one to hopelessness. 

(8) Those chasing lust cannot find peace. 

(9) A mind that appreciates the inner drive is a mind that 

writes own story. 

(10) According to Bedil it is not guaranteed that the mind is 
capable of appreciating the inner drive because of the 

thousands of deceptions that the mind encounters. 

(11) To Bedil grasping nonexistence is how a mind can 
appreciate the inner drive coming from the heart that is 
there to cure the deceptions of the intellect. 

Bedil ties the inner drive with passion and love; when reflecting on 
life his passion came out in the form of his writings.

(3) Bedil says that his writings originate from the inner drive 
coming to his mind. 

(4) Bedil talks about the one we cannot see, he may have 
talked about the soul or The Creator. 

Bedil defines reflecting on life as a constant awareness of the inner 
drive coming to mind in the form of hunches and dreams. 

Modesty 

According to Bedil with the help of modesty one can appreciate the 
inner drive that is there to guide the mind conduct life in a way the 
hidden one wants the human to behave.

(3) Modesty is the tool that one has to use if wishing to 
discover painless desires that are coming to the mind in 

the form of the inner drive. 

(4) Bedil relates honor to modesty stating that one cannot 
exist without the other. 

Bedil ties modesty with the inner drive compelling the human to 
live in a particular way. 

Such an amazing world 
My heart melts from amazement 

I cannot rest until the splendor is found 
What a waste to be oblivious (1) 

What hinders us to see the light? (2) 

Modesty moves us there (3) 

How foolish to chase lust (4) 

Finding our truth is the purpose of existence (5) 

Having God in mind shows the path 
I have abandoned earthly matters (6) 

Gratitude to the Lord for the blessings 
Pearls coming ashore from generosity's bazaar (7) 

Once captured by the divine love, there is no escape 
A devotee of the Lord, forever

(1) A worthless life when oblivious of the inner drive that is

(2) What is it that stops the mind from reacting to the inner 

drive? 

(3) The one who is modest reacts to the inner drive. 

(4) Bedil considers those who chase lust as fools. 

(5) The reason Bedil considers those who chase lust as fools is 

because they do not realize that when chasing lust the 
mind becomes unwise. 

(6) Bedil claims that one cannot have God and worldliness in 
mind at the same time, in other words the one preoccupied 

with worldliness is unaware of God. 

(7) To Bedil the human existence is tied to appreciating the 

soul by becoming aware of the inner drive. 

(8) Pearls coming ashore or in other words humans becoming 

aware of the inner drive. 

(9) Not seeing the one in the mirror as the self is how one can 
become aware of the inner drive; the other interpretation 

of this could be the one not seeing self as the one in the 
mirror is the one who is aware of the inner drive coming 
from somewhere not visible in the mirror. 

(10) Fake colors to Bedil are related to worldliness because of

are the spirit and the mortal human body. 

(4) We are a riddle because the inner drive coming from the 
heart is a riddle, Bedil claims that just by opening the eyes 

one can become aware of the inner drive. 

(5) Modesty is a lifestyle that helps create awareness of the 

inner drive. 

Bedil considers life as few moments that are there to help the mind 
become aware of the inner drive compelling the human to be 
modest. 
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Modesty warns you that pleasures in this place carry regret (1) 
Solitude is not for you because we all share the same source (2) 

Time flies; ponder the few moments you have (3) 

Sweat of shame comes from wealth (4)

(1) Fog of this desert or the unknown of this world can only 
become visible when we close eyes and dream the story of 
it in the form of the inner drive. 

(2) Modesty makes one feel as if flying. 

(3) To Bedil modesty has beauty and richness. 

(4) Intellect is not present when hearing the inner drive. 

(5) I am lost in self, symbolic for listening to the inner drive. 

(6) Bedil considers neglecting the inner drive as shame 
because without the inner drive humans are just dying 
bodies vegetating in a passing world. 

(7) According to Bedil in modesty one can appreciate the 
foundation of existence. 

(8) Bedil claims that evil is common, he may have meant that 
the majority is evil or that the evil have become part of the 
common. 

To appreciate modesty Bedil proposes for the mind to obey the 
inner drive, which according to him compels the human to be 
modest.

(3) Everything in this world is a sign of The Creator; flower's 

scent being one of the substantiations. 

(4) Bedil uses seeds and fruits as symbols to explain how he 

believed the soul got into the humans. To make the 
intellect appreciate his point he says that the soul got into 
the humans the same way one single seed creates a tree 
that has hundreds of fruits with each fruit having hundreds 
of seeds; each one of the seeds capable of replicating the 
whole process time after time until the time stops. He 
believed that this process continues until earth has air that 
is needed to nourish the one carrying the seed.

(9) Bedil claims that lust will be with the humans as long as 
the human breathes, the only way one can recognize the 
uselessness of lust is by being modest enough to 
appreciate honor. 

(10) Bedil gives high status to the humans because he believes 
humans are capable of approaching the inner drive in the 
form of hunches and dreams. 
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(11) Bedil considers the mystics as those who are capable of 
hearing the inner drive deliberating messages from The 

Creator and the soul. 

(12) Mystics are those who consider self as the shadow of a 

thorn in the desert seeking the image of The Creator. 

(13) Bedil tells readers that they are the mystics. 

(14) Bedil complains about the oppression by the powerful. 

(15) Bedil describes how some define modesty as softness and 
impotence; as a weakness. Bedil promotes modesty and at 
the same time warns of becoming weak when feeling the 
urge to pay back those who take advantage of modesty's 
weakness. 

Bedil's writings are filled with topics related to modesty and 
how they relate to vital matters such as the inner drive.

(6) For Bedil becoming aware of the inner drive results in the 

human becoming modest. 

(7) Bedil talks about a third world that exists besides the time 

bound and the timeless world, he talks as if modesty is a 
whole world on its own. 

(8) Bedil defines the world of modesty as the world where 
matters of this momentary world become irrelevant. 

Bedil ties modesty to understanding the past life, as if the arrogant 
has no clue of what has happened in the past. 

Hope we discover modesty and understand the past (1)

bestowed a glimpse of heaven already in this life. 

(4) According to Bedil all it takes to experience heaven on 
earth is to open eyes and see the wonders of this passing 

world. 

(5) Bedil says that the eternal world that the inner drive shows 
is not imaginable with the intellect. 

(6) Human's destiny is the failure to see the truth because of 

the flaws in the eyes. 

(7) Human's fate is the inability of the mind to see and reach 

the eternal world. 

(8) According to Bedil the tyrants burn everything and 
everyone, including self. 

(9) Intellect is unable to explain the truth because truth relates 

to a world that the intellect is not part of.

Bedil emphasizes that humans with passion can find ways to 
appreciate the inner drive.

(2) Bedil discusses the difficulty writing about his own inner 

drive because it may sound as a show off. 

(3) Bedil claims that the soul is the most delicate part of this 

world. 

(4) Bedil symbolizes the journey of a soul in this world as the 

stroll of a mist carried by the flower's scent. 

(5) Bedil claims that the modest are capable of seeing 
amazement in the world. 

(6) Flight of my sigh cannot reach my nest symbolic for the 
intellect not being able to describe the inner drive, besides 
the inner drive Bedil occasionally uses sigh to symbolize his 
writings.

drive. 

(5) You are the best of this world because you are the eternal 
soul living in this passing and insignificant world. 

(6) Bedil suggests that the part responsible for greed is the 
human part and coming out of the intellect is the only way 

one can get away from greed. 

(7) Bedil makes it sound easy to abandon this entire world 

with everything in it, defining it as a single jump. 
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(8) Leaving matters of this world behind happens when one 
has nonexistence in mind. 

Bedil points out that we have to become aware that we ignore our 
own essence when pursuing greed. 

Greed takes away people from the essence (1) 

They see the pain of the greedy, still they do not step foot on the 

world (2) 

Facing lifelong regret when pursuing greed 
Chasing a fistful of money (3) 

Not recognizing the merit of modesty is a self-inflicted pain (4) 
Life passes in fear when greedy 

I A/e passed on heaven 
For the sake of passing matters (5) 

Close your eyes and travel both worlds (6) 

The open eye shows only one world (7) 

The modest swim in a wave of pearls 
I am walking on the path of modesty 

Forgetting this world 
Forgetting earthly matters 

This world (Bedil) is a desert 
Nothing but modesty's dust raises here (8) 

(1) The greedy lose touch with the essence; symbolic for the 
greedy ignoring the spirit. 
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(2) Stepping foot on the world or in other words ignoring the 

world. 

(3) Worldliness to Bedil is a fistful of money. 

(4) The greedy are in pain. 

(5) The one attached to worldliness ignores the heaven that 

exists on earth. 

(6) Close your eyes or in other words ignore greed, symbolic 
for appreciating the inner drive in order to get away from 

greed. 

(7) Human senses are only capable of appreciating this 
passing world. 

(8) Bedil claims that only the modest appreciate the inner 

drive. 

Shame 

Bedil says that whatever action made us feel ashamed is wrong and 
should not repeat. 

Pass on the name because it will bring shame on you (1) 

You are the chosen one, not your name (2) 

There are signs of you in this world (3) 

Come out of the human body and show them 

Do not become idle (4) 

Idleness makes you worthless 

Know who you are and know who created you 
Have fortitude to show the truth 


Do not delve in this world's matters 
Take a rock to shatter the glass of distress (5) 
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Walk on the path of grace 

From the effort of many roads and crossings come out (6) 

"I" and "we" take you to the place of fear 
You are not the mortal visible in the mirror, no fear of death (7) 

(Bedil) We are not here to mourn 
From anything that upsets your heart, come out (8) 

(1) Bedil uses name as a symbol for the human recommending 

forgetting the human if wishing to avoid shame because 
letting the human run life will eventually cause shame to 
the mind. 

(2) The soul is the chosen one, not the name because the soul 
has been chosen by The Creator to spend time in this time 
bound world; the name is just a carrier for few moments. 

(3) Bedil claims that there are signs of the soul in this passing 

world. 

(4) Becoming idle is the same as ignoring the inner drive 
coming from the heart and letting the human run life 
without the desire to correct the flaws. 

(5) According to Bedil worldliness causes distress. 

(6) Walking on the path of grace happens when forgetting 

matters of this world. 

(7) The feel of fear comes from the mind, not from the soul. 

(8) Bedil suggests awareness of matters that the hidden one 
does not approve by paying attention to the inner drive. 

To Bedil feeling shame while attempting an activity is the inner 
drive telling the mind not to pursuit whatever is planned because 
the activity is not proper.

(7) As a result of ignoring modesty the human turns into a 

soulless animal. 

(8) Greed causes shame, the one chasing worldliness loses 

dignity and honor. 

(9) Because the essence is the eternal soul that has no use for 

hatred. 

(10) The hidden one is ashamed when the human behaves as 

an animal ignoring the light within. 

(11) According to Bedil worldly matters are delusions because 

they are momentary. 

(12) Worldly matters are phony hopes. 

According to Bedil shame is a message in the form of inner drive 
suggesting to stop the activity. 

Regret 

Every sane mind agrees that the action causing regret cannot 
repeat because feeling regret means that the action that is causing 
regret is not appropriate. 

Sleep of joy on the bamboo rag (1) 

Honor of modesty 
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What has happened to people? What have they lost? 

Feel sorry for them 

No true joy when being evil 
Just weep of regret 

Those with passion live in another world 
Walking across the sky, worshipping You 

Alas, life passed in regret 

All the efforts chasing worldly matters for nothing (2) 

Brain does not get it 

Useless running around when listening to the brain (3) 

We are a bubble on the surface of the ocean (4) 

Modesty tells us who we are (5) 

(Bedil) When going after livelihood we ended up in regret (6) 
Lost between the millstones of life (7) 

(1) Bedil uses bamboo rag as a symbol for modesty because 
bamboo rug is a rug that anyone can make on own at a 
very low cost. 

(2) Chasing worldly matters resulting in nothingness and 
emptiness. 

(3) Bedil distinguishes between the different kinds of inner 
drives; to him the thoughts and emotions coming from the 
brain are useless because Bedil believes that the brain does 

not get the truth. 

(4) Bedil says we are a bubble on the surface of the ocean 

because like a bubble eventually we will burst at any 
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moment to join the ocean, with ocean as a symbol for the 
eternal world. 

(5) In his writings Bedil keeps repeating that modesty is a 
medium for the mind to feel the hidden one. 

(6) Chasing worldliness results in regret. 

(7) Bedil talks about being lost in time while chasing 
worldliness ignoring the momentary nature of this world's 
milestones. 

To Bedil regret is a tool to appreciate the right and the wrong; 
anything that causes regret is wrong and should not repeat. 

Joy 

Bedil promises a life filled with joy when appreciating the inner 
drive.

(5) Passion exposes the truth because passion comes in the 

form of inner drive. 

(6) Pearl to Bedil is a symbol for the separation of the soul 
from the body; a soul separates from the body the same 

way a water drop separates self from the ocean to become 
a pearl. He could also have meant that in this world 
symbolized as the ocean, humans are the pearl because we 
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are the one with a hidden and eternal part within the 
body. 

(7) Listening to the heart symbolic for listening to the inner 

drive. 

(8) Bedil claims that in silence the inner drive becomes 
audible, at which point the mind will be able to hear 
something unreal as the flower's scent. 

(9) Nightingale's tune is audible, bloom's scent is not; Bedil 
converses in a manner that makes one think he is capable 
of listening to the bloom's scent. 

(10) Need and grace are the same because in this world 
without the need there will be no grace. 

(11) Violence cannot correct the behavior. 

(12) Struggle is needed to wash away the undesirable state of 
the mind when preoccupied with worldliness. 

(13) Lowness for Bedil symbolizes modesty that takes one to 
the highest skies. 

Bedil was enjoying being the mirror for the people of light; his joy 
was high without his body being intoxicated.

(3) Bedil claims that he is capable of recognizing people of 
light because his night sits in the sphere of the morning. 

(4) Human mind cannot run away from the feel of worry. 

(5) Bedil ventures outside of the mind's boundaries by stating 

that blister has delivered his fever to the sun. How can 
blister deliver a fever to the sun? The clue maybe that all 
three words individually relate to struggle such as 
restlessness of the blister, worry of the heart causing fever, 
or the burning by the sun. 

(6) Bedil says that the human is not significant in both 

existence and nonexistence. 

(7) Bedil defines true joy as the kind of joy that is there 
without the influence of a foreign substance inserted into 

the body. 

Bedil says that true joy is when the mind becomes aware of the 
inner drive.

According to Bedil one has to get away from attachment to 
worldliness if wishing to hear the inner drive.

Be aware of deception, a commonplace when in power (1) 

O you with profit in mind, you will harvest hypocrisy (2) 
You will be spending sleepless nights (3) 

Naive are those who show off their knowledge (4) 
Ignoring their essence (5) 

Do seek modesty if you want to see the light (6) 
Modesty shatters the chain of arrogance 

Discover amazement on the path of modesty 
Tears of joy coming down your eyes 

Listen and learn (7) 

Ignore the arrogant talkers 

Foolish stories 
You will learn your lessons 

Existence is nothing but a letter on an imaginary board (8) 
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With closed eyes one must read between the lines (9) 

You will understand unity when you visualize existence 
Modesty cuts lose the attachment to worldliness (10) 

Just people cannot escape the felons 
But the arrow (Bedil) has to obey the bow (11) 

(1) Status and power deceive the mind, Bedil points to a 
phenomenon that anyone can observe seeing the powerful 
becoming delusional thinking that they will be in power 
forever; this delusion comes from the intellect deceiving 
the mind. 

(2) Bedil goes to the extreme stating that the one with profit 

in mind is a hypocrite. 

(3) The corrupt mind results in sleepless nights because the 
hidden one is not happy with the behavior of the carrier. 

(4) Showing off knowledge is a sign of ignorance because 
showing off something that does not last is foolish. 

(5) Bedil defines the soul as the human essence. 

(6) Bedil uses light as a symbol of the soul; he states that the 
modest is capable of seeing the light. 

(7) Listen and learn could be listening to the happenings or 
listening to the inner drive. 

(8) Bedil could have symbolized the insignificance and 
momentary nature of existence by comparing it to a letter 
on an imaginary board, or the other interpretation could 
be a symbol for the ambiguity of life that resembles a 
letter on an imaginary board. 

(9) The one who is capable of reading a letter written on an 
imaginary board is the one capable of explaining 
nonexistence; Bedil claims that only with closed eyes one 
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can read between the lines of a letter written an imaginary 
board, which will happen when the mind becomes capable 
of absorbing the inner drive. 

(10) Bedil prescribes modesty as a tool to get away from the 

attachment to worldliness. 

(11) Bow as a symbol of showing respect and modesty; Bedil 
claims that the arrogant always end-up submitting to the 

modest like an arrow obeying the bow. 

Some final worlds about appreciating the inner drive 

These were Bedil's stories on how to find ways to appreciate the 
inner drive coming from another part of the body than the intellect. 

I am aware of the eternal world

(3) Bedil talks with God when saying that he wakes up every 
morning with Him in mind. 

(4) Bedil says that a message from the heart compels the mind 

to have The Creator in mind at all times. 

(5) Bedil says that his breathings are messages from his heart. 

(6) Bedil sets the condition of having God in mind at all times 

if wishing to taste joy. 

Bedil asks why ignoring the inner drive if knowing that time on 
earth is momentary. 

What a fool to ignore heavenly joy on earth 
All is within reach, realize it (1) 

Ignoring the joy of modesty 
Is ignoring the value of true love (2) 

Ignorant people are everywhere 
Among all faiths (3) 

Pursuing the path of disgrace (4) 

You have to deal with them in this world (5) 

Be grateful of what you have 
Enjoy the blessings 

Listen to the truth (6) 

Our truth is outside of this world (7) 
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Eventually they will see the light (8) 

(Bedil) If they listen (9) 

(1) Bedil separates self from those who do not know that 
heavenly joy is within reach. 

(2) Bedil differentiates between various forms of love, for him 
modesty takes one to the virtuous joy. 

(3) Bedil looks at all humanity equally when claiming that 
Ignorant people are among all faiths. 

(4) Pursuing the path of disgrace when not modest. 

(5) We have to deal with the intellect trying to pursuit the 
path of disgrace because arrogance resides in the human 
flesh. 

(6) Listen to the truth symbolic for listening to the inner drive. 

(7) Those who try to uncover the truth within the materials of 

this world are lost because truth is outside of this world; 
Bedil says that the inner drive is telling the truth related to 
a different world then this momentary one. 

(8) Eventually they will see the light symbolic for eventually 
perceiving the inner drive. 

(9) To Bedil becoming aware of the inner drive is a simple 
matter since all it takes is to become aware of it. 

Bedil keeps reminding the reader that the intellect is not capable of 
appreciating the inner drive. 

Do not ask about my whereabouts, I am you (1) 

Seeing oneness? Not with the intellect (2) 

Heart is the temple holding the answer (3) 

Your eyes cannot see the good and the evil (4) 

Foolish intellect is asking about the path 
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There is no intelligence in intellect , oblivious of the truth (5) 

Your heart is embracing you but you seek intellect (6) 

You are not satisfied living in heaven (7) 

There is no answer to foolish questions, just silence 
Throughout the ups and downs of life you ask why? (8) 

(Bedil) Reach silence (9) 

And the virtuous narration will show you (10) 

(1) Bedil writes as if he is the reader. 

(2) Oneness of the human with the one within will not happen 

because of the intellect not being able to grasp the inner 
drive. 

(3) Bedil claims that the inner drive is coming to the mind from 

the heart. 

(4) The intellect does not appreciate matters that are 
unscientific ; the inner drive coming outside of the intellect 
seems mostly unscientific, the kind of hunch that does not 
fit with logic. Bedil says that hunches coming from within 
in the form of inner drives can help the mind become 
aware of how the soul desires the human to behave even if 
occasionally the hunch seems illogical like believing that 
we are a soul. 

(5) Bedil relates wisdom to something other than the intellect. 

(6) Bedil separates the intellect from the heart, he speaks to 
the mind in such a way that one feels as if he is thinking 
with something other than the intellect. 

(7) Those who have the ability to absorb the inner drive 
coming from the heart live in heaven. 
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(8) No need to ask questions about existence if knowing that 
the truth resides outside of the mind's boundaries. 

(9) With reaching silence Bedil wants the mind to become 
aware of the inner drive that is only audible when the 
intellect is calmed. 

(10) Bedil claims that in silence one can become aware of the 

inner drive. 

So far we reviewed Bedil's reasoning why one should appreciate 
the inner drive. Next we will review some of the stories that Bedil 
has left behind on the topic of inner drive.

(1) Bedil points out that the mind struggles as long as the 
human breathes. 

(2) Bedil considers life as a lifelong effort to learn even if this 
learning causes much struggle that one cannot get away 

from. 

(3) Bedil says that the human value is visible in the mirror if 

one develops the knowledge on how to recognize the 
hidden values in the mirror. 

(4) Bedil suggests modesty as a tool if one wishes to see own 

value in the mirror. 

(5) Bedil talks about the overwhelming feeling when hearing 

the inner drive. 
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(6) For Bedil those who do not search for the meaning of life 

waste their life. 

(7) For Bedil whatever happens in this world means nothing 

because we are not from this world. 

(8) There are no secrets because Bedil believed that the 
ultimate secret about existence and nonexistence is 

revealed when the mind becomes aware of the inner drive 
coming from the heart. 

(9) According to Bedil the intellect is the part that resists 
modesty even if there is a strong will coming from the 
inner drive pushing the human to be modest. One can 
observe the proof of this claim witnessing the arrogant 

showing fake modesty; they know that there is something 
within them obligating them to be modest and therefore 
they ignorantly fake modesty. 

(10) Bedil is not resisting modesty because he felt that the inner 
drive compels him to be modest. 

Bedil has high regards for the humans because we are capable of 
appreciating the inner drive. 

You are the willow tree caressing the creek (1) 

You are the candle caressing the gathering 

A wave of blooms drips from your brow 
You smile and your neglect seizes the heart 

The comb whispers of your ornamented curl (2) 

Caressing its twists and turns (3) 

Morning mists are tears on your feet (4) 

(Bedil) Collecting flowers from the garden of wonder (5) 
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(1) Bedil uses the willow tree as a symbol for the devotees and 
the creek as a symbol of the inner drive, to him a devotee 
is capable of appreciating the inner drive. 

(2) Whispers of the comb symbolic for the inner drive. 

(3) Comb caressing the twist and turns of life symbolic for the 
inner drive helping throughout the ups and downs of life. 

(4) Bedil states that the mind is capable of receiving the inner 
drive in various ways; he talks about a candle caressing the 

gathering, a wave of bloom dripping from the brow, or 
morning mist dripping on the feet, all symbols of the inner 
drive. 

(5) Bedil claims that he has achieved the union of the mind 
and the inner drive because his mind collects flowers from 
the garden of wonder. 

Bedil keeps repeating that the human heart is an essential organ 
because besides pumping blood it also functions as a shelter for the 
soul from where the inner drive is coming from. 

My heart is restless (1) 

Nothing can deceive it (2) 

Heart shares space with the soul (3) 

You showed a sign and I lost my heart (4) 

Knowing that in this world the reunion will not happen (5) 

My heart awaits the reunion (6) 

(Bedil) Our attraction to God is like a bee's attraction to the flowers

Our heart is a pearl waiting inside the shell, counting each breath 

( 8 ) 
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(1) Bedil claims that heart is restless because it is the part that 

delivers messages coming from the soul. 

(2) The intellect cannot deceive the heart because the heart is 
the organ from where the truth or in other words the inner 

dri ve origin ates from . 

(3) Bedil comes out straight telling us that an internal organ 
that is there to physically pump blood is the spot where the 

soul has taken residency. 

(4) Losing heart is a symbol for being in love; the one 
absorbing the inner drive is capable of feeling true love. 

(5) In this world reunion with the eternal world will not 
happen. 

(6) Heart seeks reunion because heart carries the hidden one 
who wants to move back to the place where it came from. 

(7) Bedil uses the bee as a symbol for devotee's awareness of 

the soul within the heart; the bee drawn to a flower in a 
similar fashion as the mind of the devotee is attracted to 
The Creator. 

(8) Heart as a symbol of the soul awaiting the reunion and 
shell as a symbol of the human furnishing temporary 
shelter to the soul. 

Bedil talks about the inner drive in a universal way, no one feels 
offended when listening to Bedil narrating stories about the inner 
drive. 


Lust of the mind is misery to the soul (1) 
Heart is the spot of art (2) 

Heart shows gratitude to the blessings 
Heart forgives 
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Modesty is the path to the heart (3) 

I cannot get away from this spot, stuck in this cage (4) 

I have fallen for The Creator, hands raised in worship

(1) Bedil claims that lust disconnects the mind from the hidden 

one. 

(2) Bedil claims that art is coming from the heart and not from 

the intellect. 

(3) Modesty connects the mind to the hidden one who resides 

in the heart. 

(4) Cage as a symbol of the human. 

(5) Seeing heart in the mirror symbolic of becoming aware of 
the inner drive coming from the heart to the mind. 

With his stories Bedil attempts to visualize the inner drive coming 
from his heart. Below he explains his reasoning for writing about 
the inner drive.

(2) Bedil separates his writing from the intellect. 

(3) Bedil claims that Plato's ideas were originated from his 

heart. 

(4) When Bedil says that he uses blood as the ink of this 
writings he means that his writings came from his heart. 

(5) My music is freedom symbolic for the inner drive giving 
him peace. 

(6) My melody is drifting symbolic for the inner drive coming 

to the mind. 

(7) Bedil says that he feels the passion of the inner drive in the 
moments of silence. 

(8) Writing helped Bedil get away from hopelessness. 

(9) Bedil uses heart as a symbol for love that commands him 

in the form of inner drive to be modest. 

(10) Bedil describes how his writings take shape when he says 
that the divine love felt in his heart made the letters visible 

to his intellect compelling it to write down what is felt in 
his heart in the form of inner drive. 

Bedil was able to tell stories about complex matters like lust in a 
straightforward and easy to understand fashion. 
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Existence moved ahead and there is no sign of breathing (1)

(1) Bedil separates existence from breathing; one can see the 
separation of the breathing from existence as the human 
body's death. 

(2) Taken away the bell from the caravan as a symbol for 

humans who ignore the inner drive. 

(3) Bedil proposes separating love from lust because lust is 
related to the intellect and love is related to the heart. 

(4) Feeling the essence of passion's heat symbolic for the mind 
becoming aware of the inner drive. 

(5) Colorless fire will not burn every being symbolic for every 

mind not being capable of sensing the inner drive. 

(6) Bedil claims that lust is the reason why the mind ignores 

the inner drive. 
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(7) Restlessness of the mind will be there when the inner drive 
is suppressed. 

(8) Restlessness lasts until the truth is deciphered. 

(9) Everything in this world is in a cage; the morning is in the 

cage as well as the soul. 

(10) Collars' journey symbolic for life of the human ; this is the 

place where Phoenix is under the housefly's wing with 
Phoenix as a symbol for the soul. 

The following are some of the stories coming to mind when reading 
a few of Bedil's point of view related to the inner drive. 

Momentary nature of the world 

Bedil highlights the passing of time and proposes using the few 
moments we got to appreciate the inner drive.

(1) Bedil says that those who consider life as relevant have 
managed to become aware of the momentary and passing 
nature of it. 

(2) Bedil points to the continuous changes in the human 
behavior to emphasis his point that the intellect is flawed 
and therefore in need of paying attention to the inner 
drive. Every single human is going through minor or major 
changes throughout life, to Bedil these changes are there 
to show the mind that the intellect is not perfect and has 
flaws that no one can completely get away from. 

(3) Bedil talks about the soul being caged in the human body 

when saying that when he thinks of self he is caged. 

(4) Freedom as defined by the intellect loses its significance 
when the intellect becomes aware that the hidden one is 

caged within the visible body showing in the mirror. 

(5) We do not know the spell of life because our truth is not 

visible in this place. 

(6) No one knows nonexistence because nonexistence is not 

part of this world. 
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(7) Show the mirror to get away from ignorance symbolic for 
the mind becoming aware of the inner drive.

another hemistich he pointed out that the state of the 
world compels repetition. 

(11) Bedil claims that ignoring the inner drive is the reason of 

the mind becoming attached to worldliness. 

Bedil makes the point that the inner drive continuously tries to 
make the mind become aware of life's momentary nature. 

Creed 

The reason atheists loved Bedil and attended his funeral services 
was because they recognized that when discussing creed Bedil was 
holding a mirror in front of all the eyes.

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(1) Bedil says that even if he tries to describe The Creator still 
his mind is not capable of imagining outside of this world's 
boundaries that is needed to appreciate something that 
has crafted everything from nothingness while self being 
there when nothingness was there. 

(2) Bedil says that he feels an inner drive longing for The 
Creator; his writings are an image of the inner drive telling 
him how it is to long for The Creator. 

(3) We will know everything after the human body's death 
because we will become separated from the flawed mind. 

(4) Modesty gets the mind close to the feel of how it is in the 
eternal world. 

(5) Bedil says that his writings are not there to create 
controversies because his ink dripping pen has replaced the 
blood dripping blade. 

(6) Bedil says that the one appreciating the inner drive is not 
worried about anything. 

When it comes to the creed Bedil highlights the various definitions 
of oneness. 


Oneness is the strength of my mysticism (1) 
With much effort I discovered oneness (2) 

We are restless and in fear without oneness (3) 

I cannot stop talking about oneness 

Even my silence speaks of oneness (4) 
Oneness is within reach (5) 

A lover in our arms whose name we do not know (6)

(1) In this hemistich Bedil uses oneness interchangeably to 
describe the soul, The Creator, and also the becoming one 

of the mind with the inner drive. 

(2) Much effort is reguiredfor the mind to appreciate the 

inner drive. 

(3) The human without appreciating the inner drive is restless 

and lives in fear. 

(4) Even silence speaks of oneness symbolic for the inner drive 

compelling the mind to appreciate The Creator. 

(5) Bedil points out that any human is capable of appreciating 

the inner drive. 

(6) Lover in arms symbolic for the soul residing within the 
human body. 

(7) Oneness is within us symbolic for the soul within the 
human body. 

(8) Bedil claims that the one unaware of the inner drive lives in 

a fog; all it takes to appreciate the inner drive is to blow 
the fog away.

(8) Bedil suggests the mind to obey the inner drive when 
saying that he has to make the most of the message. 

(9) Bedil makes the point that whatever is left behind are 
memories, they will all become insignificant and forgotten 

once the mind stops functioning. 

(10) Bedil asks how long counting the good and bad symbolic 
for pointing finger and backbiting. 

(11) Bedil says that it is useless to point finger at others 
because the whole world is a sum of good and bad, makes 
no difference what others are or how they conduct life 
because the mind should be busy correcting self. 

(12) Bedil defines the behavior of the modest as such that one 

does not care about both the good and the nasty of this 
passing world. 

(13) Fairy born as a symbol of the humans because we have a 
soul within. Bedil says that the cruel inflict pain to the soul 

residing within their bodies. 

Bedil considers the inner drive as a tool to get away from becoming 
evil. 
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I am unaware of world's good and bad clothing (1) 

Because my chemise has set eye on modesty (2) 

There is no particle that would not show the sun (3) 

How many mirrors have hoarded dust of your path? (4) 

One cannot become truth's confidant with skill and deed (5) 

Has built descriptions and has learned "We" and "I" (6) 

(Bedil) Guarding passion's secret will not fit to lust (7) 

Candle burned on the Tiiaka (a mark worn on the forehead) and 
from hell (8) 

(1) Bedil claims that he is not worried about the good and the 

evil. 

(2) Bedil talks about the modest not to be concerned with the 
good and the bad because the modest have separated self 

from matters of this passing world. 

(3) Bedil uses particle to symbolize the human stating that 
each human has a soul that is capable of reflecting The 

Creator. 

(4) Bedil asks how many times a day we reflect on our own 
truth to symbolize the appreciation of the inner drive that 

supposed to happen at all times. 

(5) Skill and deed symbolic for the intellect, Bedil believes that 

the intellect cannot properly appreciate the inner drive. 

(6) Bedil considers the arrogant who constantly say "We" and 

"I" as those who have built descriptions because to Bedil 
whatever the human builds is momentary; they are just 
descriptions of something short-lived. 

(7) Bedil describes lust as a harmful feature because it kills 

passion. 
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(8) Bedil plays with words to symbolize Tilaka that is burning 
like a candle on the forehead, which is a painful 
experience, with lust being the fire that started the 
candle's burning. 

These were Bedil's theories on how to appreciate the inner drive 
originated from the heart. 
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Wrap-up 


In many of his hemistiches Bedil explains the reason why he has 
written countless pages telling stories on matters he considered as 
vital, the inner drive being one of them. 

Judgment day is the day of joy (1) 

Our breathing is a pledge to the approaching joy (2) 

With modesty's help I left matters of this world behind 
No more worry about matters of this passing world 

Those who do not know who they are (3) 

Are oblivious of the sleeping fairy within (4) 

Modesty takes away attachment to the world 
Free to fly with no attachment (5) 

Gloomy heart does not see the ups and downs of life 
Listen to the musician telling you the story of life (6) 

Have the courage to tell the truth (7) 

Truth gives feathers to our arrow (8) 

Do you know the story of eternity? 

Listen to my story (9) 

(Bedil) My heart is fulfilled by modesty 
Awareness of life, a breathe on the mirror (10) 

(1) Bedil says that he is not worried about the end day. 

(2) Bedil says that he is not worried about the judgment day 
and looking forward to the approaching end with joy. 
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(3) Those who do not know who they are symbolic for the 
mind not being aware of the inner drive. 

(4) The one oblivious of the inner drive has no idea that within 
the body a hidden fairy has taking temporary residence. 

(5) When throwing away attachment to worldly matters the 
mind becomes aware of the sleeping fairy within. 

(6) Bedil considers the inner drive as music reciting the story of 

life. 

(7) Bedil believes that talking about the inner drive requires 

courage. 

(8) Arrow flies straight with the help of the feather symbolic 
for the inner drive helping the mind conduct a worthy life. 

(9) Bedil claims that his stories are related to the eternity 

because he recounts his own inner drive. 

(10) Awareness of life to Bedil becomes visible with a single 
breathe on the mirror showing the momentary nature of it, 

the breathe coming out of the human fades away quickly 
from the mirror the same way the human fades away from 
this passing world. 

Bedil says that acknowledging the inner drive requires reflection on 
lifestyle and daily conduct, including how one deals with each 
other. 


My imagination has no borders in this confined place (1) 
Fear is in this place (2) 

I cannot see nonexistence (3) 

In the mirror I see the secret of both worlds (4) 


Nothing but amazement comes to mind (5) 
Everything is clear (6) 
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Attachment causes pain 
We constantly chase earthly matters (7)

We do not need anything from this passing world 
Do not bother the modest (8) 

The noble are at peace

(Bedil) All I think about is The Creator 
Day and night (11) 

(1) Bedil considers this world as a confined place; he believes 
that his imagination, which is symbolic for his inner drive is 
outside of this world or in other words outside of the 
intellect's boundaries. 

(2) Bedil recognizes that fear is part of this world that the 
mind cannot get away from. 

(3) Bedil points to the obvious; the mind is unable to 
appreciate nonexistence because the two are part of 
different worlds. 

(4) Bedil claims that a miracle is not needed to discover the 
secret of this world because he was able to untie the secret 
just by looking at the mirror. 
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(5) The inner drive is the same as the amazement that is felt in 

the mind. 

(6) Bedil says everything becomes clear when the human 
becomes aware of amazement, symbolic for the inner 
drive. 

(7) Attachment causes pain of worrying about losing whatever 
the mind feels attached to. Still the mind cannot figure out 
how to get away from attachment to worldliness. The 
mind ends up chasing pain because attachment causes 
pain that one cannot get away from. 

(8) Bedil claims that the modest are not attached to 
worldliness. 

(9) Bedil claims that modest are those who live in heaven on 

earth because they are constantly amazed by matters 
around them. 

(10) Knowing self to Bedil is becoming aware of the inner drive 

and as a result of appreciating the inner drive the mind 
becomes aware of The Creator. 

(11) Bedil talks about the inner drive that is constantly aware of 

The Creator because the inner drive comes from the soul 
that has The Creator in the thoughts at all times. 

Bedil gives a high status to modesty by claiming that a mind 
without modesty is not capable of appreciating the inner drive. 

I am covered by flowers 
Beauty has surrounded me 

Modesty has taken me to the heights 
Silently ascending the world (1) 

Working on correcting the rough attitude (2) 
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Being aware of breathing is all that is needed (3) 


I am the caravan of tears; do not ask about my modesty (4) 
The blisters of struggle are open, shedding tears (5) 

I crave to see, what use from going out of self? (6) 

I am the eye and there is seeing in this world (7) 

Will never stop the search (8) 

If you want my fire alive do not let me rest 

In my modesty the foundation of hopelessness is strong (9) 

I do not think of a building that would demolish me (10) 

In the gloomy house of sky like the fearful house of bubble (11) 
My wellbeing comes from breathing (12) 

I do not consider the one in the mirror as I 
Passion has evaporated me from this world (13) 

There is no safe corner in this world 
Except in the corner of the eye's amazement 

Beloved is coming and I departed from self 
O desire allow me one final glance 

On the path of divine love my modesty elevates me 
(Bedil) the walking of my eyes (14) 

(1) Bedil implies that modesty takes the mind away from 

worldliness. 

(2) Bedil says that there is no end to the correction of the 

human behavior. 
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(3) Awareness of breathing, which is symbolic for awareness 
of the inner drive, is according to Bedil all that is needed to 

become aware of how to properly correct the human 
behavior. 

(4) Bedil describes life's journey as being the caravan of tears; 
in another hemistich he describes his life as him being the 

one who wears the cloth of the diseased on a holiday. 

(5) Bedil describes his eyes as blisters of struggle that have 

opened up and shedding tears. 

(6) The eyes cannot see the hidden one even when getting 
away from the intellect or in other words even when we 

define self as the hidden one. 

(7) I am the eye and there is seeing in the world symbolic for 

awareness of the inner drive. 

(8) Bedil says that he will never stop appreciating the inner 

drive. 

(9) Bedil says that with the help of modesty his foundation of 
hopelessness is strong because he considers hopelessness 

as a sign of being aware of the mind's inability to 
experience the soul. 

(10) Not thinking of a building symbolic for not worrying about 

materials of this world. 

(11) Bedil defines this entire life as a bubble. 

(12) For Bedil wellbeing is when the mind is aware of breathing, 
which is symbolic for the inner drive. 

(13) Bedil says the way one can leave matters of this world 
behind is by having passion in the heart. 

(14) Bedil says amazement shows when the mind find ways to 
think outside of this world; as an example Bedil promotes 
knowing how it is when one is aware of the walking of the 
eyes. 
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Bedil says that it does not make a difference if rich or poor, weak or 
powerful; every mind is capable of appreciating the inner drive. 

If we would feel our heart's desire for the union (1) 
Everything else will be forgotten (2) 

Our free bird if forgets fear (3) 

The ring of the trap will turn into a mirror (4) 

Seeing the melody of existence is nothing but listening (5) 

How long our fear ignores this message? (6) 

Possession is just a passing dream (7) 

Regret will be the result of expecting joy from possession (8) 

For a moment forget the worries 
Become intoxicated (9) 

If you seek wisdom wait for the pain of modesty (10) 

The sky will be yours (11) 

Bad luck is part of life on earth (12) 

See it every day and night 

Ocean's wave is blamed of friendship with the shore (13) 

The restless have dedicated their journey to the tranguil (14) 

All I want is worshipping while being modest 
Fear disappears, desire of beauty shows 

Bad people are everywhere 
Bee's waiting to sting the eye (15) 
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We all have the same destiny (16) 

(Bedil) Our journey can be that of peace (17) 

(1) Bedil describes the inner drive wishing to unite with the 
eternal world; Bedil symbolizes the union sometimes with 

the union of the soul with the eternal world and sometimes 
as the union of the soul and the mind. 

(2) Bedil claims that the one who is aware of the inner drive 

has forgotten everything related to this passing world. 

(3) Free bird symbolic for the human. 

(4) The ring of the trap will turn into a mirror for the free bird 
symbolic for the human using the surrounding as a tool to 
become aware of the inner drive. 

(5) To Bedil all it takes to appreciate existence is to pay 
attention when the inner drive reaches the mind. 

(6) Bedil says that the mind is afraid of listening to the inner 

drive. 

(7) Passion to Bedil is an important topic because with passion 
the mind becomes aware of the inner drive ; still he 
considers passion as a passing dream. 

(8) To Bedil possession are just delusions, anyone expecting 
joy from worldliness ends up with regret. 

(9) Become intoxicated for a moment symbolic for listening to 
the inner drive for a moment because for Bedil the inner 
drive intoxicates the mind without the presence of a 
foreign substance in the body. 

(10) Bedil relates modesty with wisdom ; he is strict when it 
comes to wisdom because to him only the modest is wise. 

(11) Bedil establishes a strong tie between modesty and 
wisdom stating that one can conguer the sky when 
possessing them. 
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(12) Bedil points out that accidents happen in this world, bad 
luck does not discriminate between the good and the bad 

human. 

(13) Bedil uses the ocean as a symbol of the eternal world and 

the wave as a symbol for the soul splashing the shores, 
which is a symbol for the human. He acknowledges that 
the soul that he is has become friendly with the human, 
which is a good thing. 

(14) Bedil uses both restlessness and tranguility as symbols for 
the modest stating that the tranguil have dedicated life to 

modesty. 

(15) Bee's waiting to sting the eye symbolic for the evil that 
have nothing better to do than waiting for the opportunity 

to inflict pain. 

(16) To Bedil all have the same eternal world as the ultimate 

destiny. 

(17) In this hemistich Bedil discusses extensively the evil and the 
pain that they inflict to self and others, still with all the 
pain and the accidents that no one can do anything about 
he claims that the journey towards the eternal world can 
be that of peace; tying this to the statements he made 
about the inner drive one can conclude that the one who 
appreciates the inner drive lives in peace. 

Bedil says that one cannot find the proper ways of knowing how to 
appreciate the inner drive just by relaying on the intellect. 

Intellect cannot grasp the truth 
Tonight intellect is forgotten (1) 

Time to discover eternal joy 
Listen to the heart (2) 
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Time to discover modesty 
Time of intoxication (3) 

As long as we breathe there is a desire from the heart (4) 

A desire to let the human feel eternal joy (5) 

Listen to the good news of ecstasy (6) 

Silently whispering you the story (7) 

Your beauty shows when you see with the heart (8) 

A difference between seeing with the eyes and with the heart (9) 

Intoxication comes when seeing with the heart (10) 

When seeing with heart forget eyes (11) 

Eyes are misplaced in the gathering spot of heart 
Forget reason when seeing with heart (12) 

Heart can see colors of the music 
Eyes cannot (13) 

Once fallen for the divine love 
Heart will fall into modesty 

(Bedil) I am intoxicated (14) 

Each breathe a glimpse with the heart (15) 

(1) Bedil cannot feel the truth when using the intellect as a 
tool to understand the truth, could be symbolic for the 
intellect's inability to grasp the inner drive coming from 
within, which is only perceptible by the heart. 
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(2) With forgetting the intellect and listening with the heart 

Bedil makes the point that the inner drive is only 
noticeable when using the heart as the listening device. 

(3) Bedil ties modesty to intoxication claiming that only the 
modest understands the true joy of intoxication, by doing 
so Bedil separates the intoxication of the intellect that is 

mostly induced by the presence of a foreign substance 
infused into the body and the intoxication that is felt in the 
heart, which is not related to matters of this world. 

(4) Bedil makes the point that the inner drive is there as long 

as the human breathes. 

(5) Bedil says that as long as the human breathes there is a 

desire in the heart to feel true intoxication, which will 
happen once the intoxications related to the intellect are 
discarded. 

(6) Listen to the good news of ecstasy symbolic for 
appreciating the inner drive. 

(7) Bedil considers the inner drive as silent whispers because 
the inner drive is audible in silence. 

(8) Bedil uses symbolism of seeing with the heart when stating 
that the soul will show when the mind finds a way to see 
the inner drive with the heart. 

(9) Bedil separates the seeing with the eyes from the seeing 
with the heart claiming that seeing with the heart is how 
one can see the beauty within that is hidden from the eyes; 
to Bedil the hidden one is only visible when seeing with the 
heart. 

(10) Bedil promises intoxication when listening to the inner 
drive coming from the heart. 

(11) Bedil's recipe on how to absorb the inner drive is to close 
the eyes, which is symbolic for ignoring this world. 
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(12) Bedil proposes forgetting reason because intellect is 
forgotten when people of heart meet. During the intellect's 
absence there is no place for reason. With this saying Bedil 
separates the gathering of the people of heart from those 
who conduct life with reason in mind. 

(13) The one wishing to hear the inner voices has to forget the 
eyes and see with the heart because only heart is capable 

of listening to something imaginary as the inner drive, 
symbolized in this case with listening to something 
imaginative as color of the music. 

(14) In this hemistich Bedil talks about intoxication of the mind 

when the intellect is forgotten, in which case the heart is 
used as a utensil to hear the inner drive; in this section 
Bedil talks about his own intoxication to make the point 
that he found a way to appreciate the inner drive. 

(15) Bedil claims that he is capable of seeing with the heart, 
which is necessary if one wishes to become aware of the 
inner drive. 

Bedil says that the mind will be in heaven the moment it discovers 
ways to appreciate the inner drive. 

Do not be a show off of this and that (1) 

Do not be a pillar in a house without a roof (2) 

Your brain is not capable of thinking (3) 

O empty joy do not chase after the human lust (4) 

How long do you want to be a lifeless being? (5) 

Do not forget the blood flowing in your veins (6) 

How long do you want to be a slave of your moods? (7) 

Do not fall into the human trap 
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Wisdom is a gift from the soul to the human (8) 

Do not be lost in the crow and hyena, fearing good omen (9) 

Overlooking good and bad is a term of trust (10) 

Until now you have been the mirror, now do not be (11) 

If this is the struggle of breathing's resonance (12) 

More than couple puffs, the fog of in and out do not be (13) 

With all your skills a little passion is pleasant (14) 

Even if you are brainpower of all, do not be without passion (15) 

You have no other choice but to surrender 
Surrender to the Lord and enjoy the smooth ride 

Respecting the modest is a sign of honor 
From anyone that is not your egual do not be higher (16) 

Killing of the innocent is in this world's foundation (17) 
(Bedil) in the eye of the immoral do not be weak (18) 

(1) To emphasize the insignificance of this world Bedil 
considers matters related to this world as this and that. 

(2) Bedil says that the arrogant are like an incomplete house 
bragging about pillars not noticing that the pillars are not 
supporting a roof, or in other words the braggers brag 
about something incomplete as the humans are. 

(3) Bedil says that the brain should not be the part that is 
doing the thinking. 

(4) Bedil ties lust to the brain. 

(5) Humans are a lifeless being because without the soul the 
human is nothing. 
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(6) With do not forget the blood flowing in your veins Bedil 
makes a recommendation not to forget the heart, symbolic 

for not ignoring the inner drive. 

(7) According to Bedil ignoring the human moods helps the 

heart takes over the control of the moods. 

(8) Bedil claims that wisdom is tied to the soul and not to the 

intellect. 

(9) Bedil insults the intellect comparing it to crow and hyena. 

(10) Bedil goes into the extreme and suggests ignoring both the 

good and the bad. 

(11) Being a mirror is being the one showing the visible; Bedil 
suggests seeing beyond the visible in the mirror. 

(12) Breathing's resonance symbolic for the inner drive that 
struggles to show because the intellect resists the notion of 
an inner drive. 

(13) Bedil defines the length of life as the fog of couple puffs on 

the mirror and makes the point that it is senseless to 
define self by the fog of couple puffs coming out of the 
momentary body. 

(14) Passion in this case symbolic for the inner drive that is not 

related to the human skills. 

(15) Bedil says that even if we are the highest brain power of all 

still we should not ignore passion because according to 
Bedil without passion the highest brain power of all is just 
a passing life form. 

(16) Bedil defines the modest as those who do not see 
themselves higher than anyone who is lower or in other 
words modest are those who see themselves higher than 
those who act as if they are higher and lower than those 
who are lower ranked. 
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(17) When observing the happenings in this world one has to 
agree with Bedil when he claims that killing of the innocent 

is in this world's foundation. 

(18) Bedil comes back to his previous statement that modest 
are higher than those who claim to be higher because they 

brag about something that the modest have no use for. 

To Bedil life' purpose is to find ways on how to properly appreciate 
the inner drive. 

We became distracted and the rambling of lust came out (1) 
Spell of sleep elevated the arrogance (2) 

Under the wheel we scattered feather and wing (3) 

No one's flight soared higherthan the roof of the cage (4) 

From talk and sound people defined judgment day's path (5) 
Journey elevated this much from the spell of the bell (6) 

The lightheaded seek silliness of arrogance (7) 

Fire will not elevate that much from thorn and hay (8) 

It is sound of fear, the elevated fame of the evil (9) 

Without spreading wings, whizzing of housefly did not lift up (10) 

Fortitude in this place of passion is a chain on our foot (11) 

O Lord no one's secret should be this much exposed (12) 

Pain that we did not find in the kingdom of endurance (13) 

Sigh like neglect, an audible helper (14) 

Hand of dust's struggle will not reach the firmament (15) 

High level knowledge is the not reaching (16) 
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(Bedil) if your useless gallop would not feel delight (17) 

Dust will not elevate from this back and forth (18) 

(1) Bedil says that the mind succumbs to lust when the inner 

drive is ignored. 

(2) Sleep of the mind symbolic for the mind ignoring the inner 

drive, as a result the human becomes arrogant. 

(3) Under the wheel as a symbol of under the firmament's 
wheel where the human struggle shows by the scattered 
feathers. Bedil uses a bird in a cage struggling to escape 
with feathers scattered all over the cage as a symbol for 
the human struggling to get away from worldliness. 

(4) Bedil defines mind's limitation as the roof of the cage or in 
other words the boundaries of the intellect. 

(5) Talk and sound defining the path to judgment day 
symbolic for the inner drive defining life. 

(6) Bedil refers to the bell of the caravan that announces the 
approach of the caravan as the spell of this world on the 
journey that has made the journey prominent. 

(7) Bedil defines the arrogant as the lightheaded. 

(8) Thorn and hay could be symbols for modesty or the 
human, in this paragraph Bedil says that the modest are 
not arrogant because the human no matter how high the 
achievements is still a thorn or a hay, they burn for a short 
moment before becoming extinct. 

(9) The elevated fame of the arrogant is nothing but the sound 

of fear. 

(10) One can hear the fear of the arrogant from the wheezing 

of their wings, whizzing because according to Bedil the 
arrogant are houseflies. 

(11) Bedil describes his life as having a chain of passion on the 

ankle. 
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(12) Bedil thinks he has given away much of his secret, symbolic 
for his inner drive; he prays that no one else should go 
through this painful exercise of openly talking about own 
inner drive. 

(13) Bedil says that he searches for pain of passion in the 
kingdom of endurance. 

(14) Bedil identifies his sigh as the inner drive when searching 

for the pain of passion in the kingdom of endurance. 

(15) Dust as a symbol for the modest not being able to reach 

the firmament in this passing world. 

(16) Bedil defines high level knowledge as the awareness of the 

inner drive, realizing that the intellect will not reach 
wisdom as long as the mind is unaware of the inner drive. 

(17) Bedil defines life as a useless gallop if there is no delight in 
the heart, which is symbolic for the awareness of the inner 

drive. 

(18) Dust as a symbol of modesty that will not elevate from the 

useless gallop if there is no delight in life, useless gallop 
symbolic for condescension. 

Bedil has written much about the inner drive, he separates 
thoughts into two distinct categories; he believed some of the 
ideas that are getting into the mind have originated from the 
intellect and others from the heart. 

Bedil defines the inspirations coming from the heart as the inner 
drive. 

"You will abandon this world the moment you understand" - Bedil 
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
